Friendly Reader ; 

HE following matter being an Account of the 
diftraining and taking away of the Goods of 
ſome of us, the People called 9 ters in the City of 
London, becauſe we refuſed to pay unto the Pariſh 
PrieftsTythes or certain Sums of Money,ia Law called 
Tythes, We, the ſaid People, ſfhall ia Chriftian Ten 
derne(s and Plainneſs render ſorne Chriſtian Reaſons 
why we cannot pay or giveTythes to the Pariſh Prieſts 

or Miniſters. 

Firſt, We are not Unbelieving Fews, but Real Chri- 
flians, therefore we cannot give or pay them Tythes. 
God commanded Tythes to be paid under the Di(ſpen- 
ſation of the Law, which came by Moſes, and thoſe 
Tythes were ordained for the Relief of the Widows, 
Fatherleſs and Strangers, as well as for the Priefts. 
This command for paying and receiving Tythes, as 
aforeſaid, continued in force amongſt the Fews, till 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt came in the Fleſh, and had of- 
fcred himſelf up through the Eternal Spirit ; who by 
his OneOffering put an End to the Priefthood of Aaron 
and Levi, together with their Temple and Tythes, 


and all the reſt of the Shadowy Offerings and Ser vices :

And as the Apoſtle ſaid, _ diſannulled this Command. 
ment for the weakneſs and Unyrofitablene fi thereof, for 
the Law made nothing PerfetF, &c, For ſuch an Hizh- 
" Prieſt becometh us, whois holy, Hermeteſs, Separate from 
Sinners, Oc, ſee Heb. 7.18, 19,26, And again, The 
Prieſthood being changed,there is made of neceſſity « chanze 
of the Law, Verl. 12. So Chriſt by his One Offering 
hath Ended this Diſpeaſation of Tything above Six-+ 
teen Hundred Years ſince, . But when this Com- 
mand was in Force, it was only to the Natural Fews, 
and therefore no Concern of ours , :who arc by 
Nature Geztiles, 

Second:y, Chriſt, who ended this Fewiſh Diſpenſa- 
tion of Tything, cid not ſet up Tythes again in the 
Goſpel Diſpenſaticn, either among Jews or Gertiles, 
for the Maintenagce of his Minifters, {nor-for an 
ether uſe) but contrarywiſe commanded -his Mint- 
' ſters, ſaying, Freely ye have received, Freely gives, and 

whoſoever a not hear you, mor receive your Words, wh:n 
you depart out of that Houſe or City, ſhake off the Duſt of 
your Feet, Mat. x0. 7,14, Again, But into whit ſo- 
ever City ye enter, and they receive you, eat ſuch Things 
#4 are ſet before you, &c. But into whatſoever City. you 
enter, and thty receive you not, go. your ways out into the 
Streets of the ſame, ana ſay, Even the very Duſt of your 
City, which cleaveth to ws, we do wipe off a28inft you, 
Luke 10.8, 10, 11. Thus it plainly appears, that 
Chriſt's Command was and is,-to preach or miniſter 
Freely as they then had, and ſuch now haye, received 
Fr:ely ,; and thoſe who are truly his Miniſters, do keep 
this his Command, and ſuch have Power in Chrift to 
eat ſuch as is (et before them, by thoſe who do receive 
them but got to take Tythes or Sums of Money, for 
| . preaching, 


by 
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preaching, from thoſe who do got xeccive, believe nor 
own their Teſtimony, aor Sue them at the Law,to take 
away or Spoil their Goods, becauſe they refuſe to pay 
them, Thus Practice of the aforeſaid Pricſts is contrary 
to buth Law and Gaſpel.. For when the Fews broke the 
'Law of God in not bringing Tythes into his Store- 
Houſe, we do nat read, -aor-believe; that God did 
impower Magiftrates to give Warrants to the Priefts, 
under the Law,to diftrain or take away their Goods for 
the ſame, nor to take Double or Trebble the Yalue 
of the Tythes then Due; nor to Impriſon and Op- 
' preſs the Bodies of ſuch Offeaders ; neither was it 
' then ſaid, that ſuch. Offenders did Rob the Priefts, 
bur that they Robbed God; neither were the Prieſts 
or Magiſtrates to puniſh them for this Robbery ; but 
the Power of punithing of theſe, the great God re- 
ſerved in himſelf, and he Blafted or Curſed the 
Fruits of the Earth, as a Puniſhment for their Rebel- 
lion, &c, lee Mal. 3; Dent, 28. 38, 39,409 


o0bjettion, Some perhaps may object from the A- 
poſtles words, on the behalf of the aforeſaid Priefts 
of Lexdon, and ſiy, who goeth a Warfare any time at his 
own Charge ? Who planteth a Vineyard, and eateth not of 
the Fru:'t thereof ? Who feedeth a Flack, and eateth not of 
the Milk of th: Flick > If we ſow wnto you Spiritual 
Things, is it a great matter if we ſhall reap of your Carnal 
Thimzs ? 


Anſwer, What the Apoftle faith in this Caſe we 
own; but this 1s aot the Ciſe betwixt us and the 
Prieftsaforeſaid; for, Firft, Thoſe Prieſts danot go 
to War for us, but againſt us, . therefore we ought 
a9t to bear the Charge of this their Evil War. 

Sevond'y, 
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Secondly} They have not planted us a Vineyard or 
Church A Gods' but we being planted of God, 
they have laboured, ' and do labour to ſcatter us by 
their Cruelties and Op n; therefore they ought 
net - have a Reward from us, fer whom they do not 
work. 

Thirdly, They de not feed us, who are the- Flock 
of God,but on the contrary, their Works againſt us 
have been,and are,to ſeek to weaken, ſtarve and! ſcatter 
us from the Fold of our great Shepherd Chriſt Feſws : 
But Glory to God, through him, he keeps us, who 
is ſtronger then them all, by whom we are gathered, 
preſerved,fed and brought to Peace and Reſt in him. 

Fourthly, Theſe Prieſts have not ſown, nor do ſow 
unto us Spiritual Things, but on the contrary z; the 
Fruits of che Fleſh, which is Covetouſneſs, &c, they 
have ſown in a plentious manger, to our great Wrong 
ard Injury ; therefore we cannot own them as Mini- 
ſters of Chrift, nor conſent to give our Subſtance to 
- maintain them as ſuch;but we have trueLove to them, 
and all men, and we could feed them as our Enemies, 
if we knew they had need thereof (though we cannot 
fecd them as the Minifters of Chriſt, we not believing 
them to be ſuch; and that which the more confirms 
us in our Belicf, that they are not ſuch, is theiy be- 
ing found in dire& Oppoſition to the Command of 
Chrift, who faith, Freely ye have received, Freely 
give; and contrary to the Dodrine a1d Example 
of the Miniſters of Chriſt, both in their Maintenance 
and Converfation. 

_ Ag:in, the Apoſtle Petey writ unto the Elders 
of the Church of Chriſt, ſaying, The Elders which 


are 
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are aming you, 1 txhort , who am alſs an Elder, and 
« Witneſs of the Sufferiugs of Chriſt, aud alſo « Partaker 
of the Glory that (ball be revealed, Feed the Flick of God, 
which is among you, taking the Gove fcke thereof not by 
Conflraint, but willingly; Not for filthy Lacre, but of « 
ready Mind ;, Neither as being Lords over God's Heritage, 
but being Enſamples to the Fleck ,, ſee 1 Pet. 5. 1,2, 3. 

Firſt, Oblerve, the Apoſtle Peter and the reſt of 
the Elders of the Church of Chriſt wete made 
SUCH by Chriſt himſelf, who cendued them with 
Power from-on High,for the great Work of the Mini- 
ſtry z and by the ſame means are all the Elders of the 
Church of Chriſt made at this Day. 

Seconaly, The true Minifters and Elders of the 
Church of Chriſt do take the Over-ſight thereof nor 
by Conitraint, but Willingly: God makes them wil- 
ling to preach Freely, according to Chriſt's Com- 
mand ; they do not take the over-ſight of the Flock 
for filthy Lucre,but ef a ready Mind. Note, The word 
Lucre (ignifies Gain; and filthy Lacre is Gaim il gotten : 
Now that Gain that is gotten in breaking the Com- 
mand of Chriſt is not well, but ill gotren ; and ſuch 
is that Gain of the Perſons before-mentioned, which is 
gotten as aforeſaid, 

Thiraly, The true Elders and Minifters of Chriſt 
neither were, nor are, Lords over God's Heritage, 
but good Enſamples to the Flock z and becauſe the 
Perſons before-mentioned do not abide in the Do- 
Qrine of Chriſt, neither follow the Do@rine or Exs 
ample of his holy Apoſtles and Elders in their Call, 
Miniftry, Maintenance and Coverſatien, therefore 


we cannot eftcem them the true Miniſters * 
pg us, or 
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ſet up by Chrift.z and therefore we cannot pive 
them of our outward Subſtance to uphold them 
as ſuch. The Apoſtle Paul ſaith, There were many in 
his day, who taught that which they ought not for 
filthy Encres ſake | ſee Tit. 1. 11, And we have juſt 
caulc _ there are many ſuch in our day; but the 
Lord is diſcovering them daily more and more, and he 
will bring theſe their EvilWorks to an End, in his ap- . 
pointed Seaſon, which haftens on apace; and in the 
mean time we arc chearfully given up to ſuffer what- . 
ever the Lord permits.our Adverſaries to inflitupon 
us for tho Exerciſe of our tender Conſciences to him,

F Appearance within this City and Nation, their Seperation 

k was from, ani Teſtimony againit them thar preacked 
for Hire, divined jor Money, and fought their Gain from their 
Quarter; & ſuch a+ frove for theFlece,Q& regarded not the Flock: 
againſt thele was the Cry of old by tae Prophets of the Lord. 

This mav ſhew, tht oe Controverſie betwixt the Par:ſ) 
Prieſts, ani tuch who mhabit in toner Quarter, is no new 
thing, but the ſame which was in Times anc Generations by paſt. 

Its likewiile known, our Controverfie in this Cre was hereto: 
fare againſt the Pregoyrer and 'naepenaent-Prieſts, as now againkt 
the Epiſcopal. Aud every 0; thele in their Day having the Co- 
lour of Law or Legal Authority, have often extendec!:t to great 
Extremicy of Cruelty; and dd not the Civil Magiſtrate inte: - 
poic bv his Moderation and Authority, many of us had fuf-red 
þy them in probability yet morcExtreamly, as to ovr Tempg- 
rals; for their Tender MAercies are Cruelty. 

Obſerme, By an Af oi the 22d and 23d of this King, made 
in behalf of the Parijh Prieſts in Londen, a Licenſe or Liberty 
is only given (bit rio [nojuionlaid on the A{ajors of London, 
or any others) T o make out Warrants of Diſtreſs by a::y P, raity in 
the ſaid Af, yet the leveral Majors have been ready vpon Ap- 
plication made to them, to grant out Warrants of Diſt:els (al- 
though uo ſome 25 them this work bath not feemned fo pleaſing )

'But the Per-men of PORES... ' +. tiiere might be a Dec- 
ayal in the Majors of London todo that, would appoint othe: 
Perſons to execute ſuch Service on the 1ajors Refulal to aft in 
that matter, as by the ſame Statute may appceer, 

And the cuſtomary manner of the Par: Prieſts is, That 
when they have a Warrant to make Diſtreſs, they or their A- 
gents take and carry away out of oux Houſes, Goods and Wares 
two, three, four, five, fix, or lometimes ten tinics the value of the 
Moneys in Demand; and this without makinz any Apprailmert 
before they carry them thence, contrary to tie Ute and Cuſton 
of all Legal Executions and Diſtrefles wiattuever. And the 
Conſtable wito is Aſſiſtant, not one in the Parih, Precin? or 
Ward, but commonly ſome unknown forreign Deputy- Conftable, 
The Goods arc generally carried into forme Ale-houle, or 
ſuch like place, and there have been appraiſed at talf or third 
part the value, Sometimes they return their Over-plus , 
but with Deduction of Charges equal toa Tryal in Gaiidhall; 
an very often neither make Reſtoration 0: Over-plus, nor give 
Accompt to the Party tow they have appraiſed or diſpoſed of his 
Goods. 

Upon a Diftreſs made, a Pricſt for 69+. in Ucmand took and 
carried away a Huncred and Fifry Pounds worth of Goods 
t> his own, Houſe without Apprailment z; of which a late 
L. Major hazing account, immediately commandc. an Officer to 
cauic the Goods Ciftrained to be brought to him,which was done 
accordingly, and an Apprailment of part of the Goods was £.cxe 
made, and the Over-plus Good: returned to the diftrefſed Party. 

And know for a certain Truth, That it is to keep our Conſci- 
ences void of Offence towards God, that we cannot pay this 
forced Maintenance, therefore can with all Freedom ſuffer the 
Spoiling of or Goods, and that with Joy in our Souls to God- 
wards : Yet are willins tolay the Unequal Dealing of our Ad-
